HEAVIEST OPPOSITION

That Expected in Kirkwood 


Was Not in Evidence Dur-

Returns received at Clayton to 1 

e’clock in the St. Louis County election 
today on the proposal to issue $3,000,000 
of bonds for good roads, showed 4563 fa- 
yorable and 724 negative votes from 47 of 
the 55 precincts. 

This was more than half of the ex- 
pected vote of 10,000. There are, how- 
ever, about 16,000 eligible voters in the 
county. 
‘The polls opened at 6 a. m. and will 
be clésed at 7 p. m. A two-thirds vote 
is necessary to carry the bond issue. 

The returns showed a majority of 
more than six to one for the bond issue, 
and the campaign managers at that 
hour predicted the passage cf the bonds 
by a majority of not less than four to 
one, Earlier in the day A. Cc, McKibben, 
campaign manager for the Permanent 
Road and Bridge Association, had pre- 
dicted an eight-to-one victory. 

The Permanent Road and Bridge As 
sociation received the figures on the 
vote from its supporters stationed in 
polling places. In many precincts elec- 
tion judges totaled the vote every half 
hour, or every hour. At 1 o’clock it was 
announced that no further changes in 
the returns would be announced until

AITTRICK FIRM 
PUT $8,000,000 
INTO BARR SITE 


Concern’s Bookkeeper ‘for 50 
Years Says This Included 
Exchange Investment. 


GIVEN $2,000,000 CREDIT 


Murray Carleton Was in the 
Dry Goods Purchase Deal, ’ 
but Sold Out. 


James L. Williams, employed for #0 
years as bookkeeper of the Hargadine- 
McKittrick Dry Goods Co., testified in 
Judge Shields’ court today, in the re- 
ceivership suit filed by ‘two stockhold- 
ers. tiis testimony showed that since 
1905, about $8,000,000 had been ‘invested 
by the company in the purchase of the 
William Barr Dry Goods Co., and in 
the building of the Railway Exchange 
Building. a credit of about $2,000,000, in 
the form of 8ecurities, acquired in the 
various deals, reduces this investment 
to about $6,000,000, he testified. 

Williams testified that Thomas. H. 
McKittrick, president of, the company, 
has received no salary for six months. 
R. McKittrick Jones receives $500 a 
month as head of the Liquidating Com- 
mittee, he said, and during the 4irst 
three or four months of the liquidation 
his salary was $1000 a month. 

Thomas H. McKittriok’s deposition, 
which is on file in the case, states that 
from the incorporation of the company 
until 1908, his salary was $2500 a v=2ar. 
When the Barr company was taken 
over, he said, a number of others vame 
into the business who did not give act- 
ive services, and salaries of the active 
officers were accordingly changed. Mc- 
Kittrick’s salary was increased in 1908 
from $2500 to $20,000 a year; Hugh Mc- 
I\ittrick’s salary was increased to $10,(°~ 
a year; Walter McKittrick’s to $6500, and 
Ralph McKittrick’s to $4500. 

Busines; Bad in 1908, 

But business was bad in 1908, he testi- 
fied, and the five officers volunteered to 
take reductions in salary to $2500 each, 
te tide over the dull time, the balance 
to be paid later: Business, however, did 
not improve later, and the McKitricks 
Gid not collect the balance of back sal- 
ary. 

McKittrick said he and the other Mc- 
Kittricks uged to pay their personal and 
family bills with the company’s checks, 
and charge the sums against their ac- 
counts with the company. 


Explains Barr Deal. 
He said the Barr company made a 


profit of $350,00 in the year 1904 on a 
working capital of $900,000, but from 1906 
on it made but $40,000 to $90,000 a year. 
The Hargadine-McKittrick company 
bought the Barr company in 195. 

The Barr company stock was sold to 
May & Shoenberg for the Famous i 
February, 1911, he said, and at that time 
there was no arrangement or contract 


Railway Exchange. In November, 1911, 
the syndicate to build the building was 
formed. He said the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick company put $1,200,000 into the 
acquisition of the leasehold property, 
and the McKittrick family put up ,-..,- 
000 toward the cost of the building. 

Witnesses heard yesterday afternoon 
were Murray Carleton, president of the 
Carleton Dry Goods Co., Bookkeeper 
Williams, and C. C. English, treasurer 
of the Hagardine-McKittrick Co. They 
were called by the plaintiffs, and Carle- 
ton was asked about the purchase of the 
William Barr Co. by the Carleton Co 
ang? the Hagardine-McKittrick Co., each 
corporation paying one-half. ‘ 

Signed Checks for Firm. 

English testified that he was author- 
ized to sign checks for the company, 
but he did not always know what the 
checks were for. He said he could nox 
recall having signed a check for $848,172 
in July, 1905, in behalf of the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Co., to pay for its share 
of the William Barr store. The witness 
said that the first investment by the 
Hargadine-McKittrick Co. of its funds 
in the city block upon which stands the 
Railway Exchange Building was about 
1906 or 1907. 

Several months later the Carleton 
company.sold its interest to the oth- 
er company because there was a fun- 
damental difference between Thom- 
as H. McKittrick and Murray Carle- 
ton in regard to the jobbing business 
of the Barr concern, Carleton testi- 
fied. He said that at the time of the 
deal he did not know of the exist- 
ence of any real estate project which 
had for its purpose the building of 
a mammoth department -store and 
office building, such as ultimately 
resulted in the Railway Exchange 
Building. 

Books Have Been Lost. 

Williams was ,~asked by Randolph 
Laughlin, of counsel for the plaintiffs, 
what books of the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company had been lost. He answered 
that the trial balance books prior to 1914 
and cash and payroll books prior to 1905 
had been lost.

The per- 
sonal property consists of stocks, $131,761, 
of which $99.500 is in the P. B. Mathi- 
ason Manufacturing Co.; bonds, $2500; 
cash $152.06, and insurarice, 34962. 

Mathiason’s assessable property was 
valued at $2652.46. He made no tax re- 
turn: for 1916. saat 

David H. Nation left an estate valued 
at $180,508.16, of which $179,728.16 was sub- 
fect to taxation. In his last tax return 
he said he had $180 worth of persona! 
property. 

In the inventory of the estate of Pen- 
elope A. Orrick her eet property 
was valued at $12. 443.5 2, of which $7593.52 
was assessable. She made no tax re- 
turn. 

Jacob Rupp, who left an estate of 318,- 
58.02, all assessable, made a return of 
only $60. '

STEP IN FIGHT FOR 
$000,000 ESTATE 


Supreme Court Overturns Judge 
Muench’s Decision That He 
Cannot Sue qs a Grandchild. 


LEFT $10,000 IN 


Child, Aged 10, Is Son. of 
Foster Child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Bernero. 


Louis Bernero, 10 years old, of 5049 
Maple avenue, won an important vic- 
tory in the legal fight brought in his 
behalf for the estate of Mrs. Theresa 
Bernero, valued at more than ‘$500,000, 
when the Suprenie Court at Jefferson 
City today reversed Circuit Judge 
Muench’s decision in the boy's suit to 
break Mrs.- Bernéro’s will; and remand- 
ed the case for a new trial here. 

Louis Bernero is the son of the late 
Emmanuel C. Bernero, who was ine 
nephew of the elder Louis Bernero, and 
who was ‘adopted by the elder Bernero 
and his wife, Theresa Bernero, as their 
son. Mrs. Theresa Bernero outlived 
both her. husband sand their adopted 
son, and she left a will distributing 
her property chiefly among her own 
relatives, with a $10,000 bequest for little 
Louis, the son of her foster-son. 

Boy’s Mother D'ssatisfied. 

This was not satisfactory to the buyv's 
mother, Mrs. Lorraine Beinero, and she 
filed suit to break the wiil, claiming the 
whole estate for her son. She claiined 
for him the rights of a grandchild, and 
contended that he was the sole direct 
heir. 

Judge Muench, in deciding the cas in 
December, 1912, said he nai sought for 
a legal precedent in the case, the pe- 
culiar questions involved beiag whether 
the child of an adopted chil€ can inherit 
the adoptor’s estate, when the adopted 
child dies before one of his foster war- 
ents, ; 

Having failed to find a medern prece- 
dent, the Judge cited a decision of the 
sabylonian King Hammuratri, who coca 
2185 years before Christ, and en that aa. 
thority he held that the crild of an 
adopted child has no rights: as an heir 
after the adopted child is dead. ‘I'he re- 
lation of the grandchild to tne adopter 
is contractorial, rather than a blood re- 
lation, he said. 


Roman Law Cited. 
Thomas D. Cannon, the boy's lawver, 


in appealing the case to the Supreme 
Court, cited precedents from Romaa 
law and the Code Napoleon. 

Commissioner Fred L. Williams wrote 
the, Supreme Court’s decision. whic 
was approved by the Court. He held 
| that the child of an adopted child can 
inherit from the adoptor, in a case 
where the adopted child has died before 
the adoptor.

SENATOR LEWIS WOULD CALL 
IT THE “AMERICAN DOCTRINE” 


Illinoisan Proposes to Rename Policy 
of Monrve and Strengthen Cen- 
tral American AlHance. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—A suggestion that 
the Monroe dottrine be modified and re- 
named the “American doctrine’ was 
made in an address before the Chicago 
Law Association last night by United 
States Senator James Hamilton Lewis. 
‘‘Let the United States put sentiment 
behind it and juStice ahead of it;’’ said 
the speaker. “Let us declare the Mon- 
roe doctrine to mean that we shall in- 
trude only when South American coun- 
tries ask our interference with ay 
European people; ‘that only when a 
country of kingly rule attempts to place 
its royal Government in power in South 
or Central America, will the Monroe 

doctrine -be asserted. 

*‘Let this doctrine be known as the 
‘American doctrine.’ Let us add to this 
the new policy in Central America of 
making, alliances with Central American 
eountries of a reciprocal nature that 
will allow the United States to partici- 
pate in the enjoyment of naval base 


and coaling stations in each of these 


countries where the same is open to 
water attack.”

Schedule Presented to State 
Commission Increases Reve- 
nue $8000,

JE VFERSON CITY Keb. 15.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Southwestern Tele- 
sraph and Telephone Co. (the Bell) of 
St. ouis appeared before the Public 
Service Commission today and suggest- 
ec tentative commercial rates for twvu 
Classes of service to be tried out for a 
iest period of-one year. 

The suggestions include a_ reduction. 
of the single line unlimited service busi- 
ness rate and an increase in trunk line 
service to concerns that operate switch 
boards. 

Under a former indefinite order of the 
commission the company is operating 
these classes of service for a charge of 
$108 per annum on the single line unlim- 
ited service. The trunk line service, 
under the same schedule, costs $133 for 
the first trunk line, $126 for the second 


and $114 for all additional trunk lines. 
Unuer the proposed schedule ine 


charge for single line unlimited service 
will be $102. The charges for \trunk 
lines service will be $i+4 for the first 
line, $132 for the second and $120 for 
additional lines, 

Kdwin F. Carter, commercial engineer 
for the company, testiued as to the ad- 
visability ot installing the vroposed 
rates. The commission in its original 
order did not fix arbitrary rates, but in- 
dicated that they believe the company 
should work out a schedule of rates 
which would increase its cgruss revenue 
about $105,000, because the rates then 
in effect were not yielding an cdequate 
return on the capital invested, 

General Manager Hiss told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that the new 
rates suggestion of the company was 
made principally to get a basis on 
which the commission can render a final 
decision. 

“The codnilestion has not taken any 
definite action on the temporary rates 
new in effect,” he said, “and we are 
arxious to get the tariffs on a perma- 
nent working basis, satisfactory to the 
commission, so that the rate question 
may “be determined finally. 
these rates into effect for one year the 
commission then will have access to our 
pooks and can determine whether or not 
the rates are satisfactory to the public 
and whether they yield the company an 


adequate return.’ 
The rates now in effect, he said, will 


yield an annual increase in revenue of 
about $80,000. The proposed rates will 
yield an estimated increase of about 


$838,000. 


House Meets Cabinet Minister.

“I believe Mr. Brandeis guilty of unpre- 
fessional conduct and of conduct unbe- 
coming an honorable man ir the follow- 
ing respects: 


“First—Mr. Brandeis, has at the in- 
Stance of new clients attacked as il- 
legal and criminal the very acts and 
System of business which he assisted to 
create and which he advised were legal, 
and he has persistently soucht to in- 
jure our business. In so doing his 
knowledge of our leases and businezs 
acquired while acting as our director 
and consul has naturally been of value. 


“Second—Owing to his long extended 
connection with our company as difec- 
tor and counsel and his acquaintances 
with our affairs Mr. Brandeis’ state- 
ments as to our methods and business 
have naturally carried an authority 
which would not otherwise have bee: 
accorded them. An honorable .m4n, 
when acting for other clients, wotld if 
these circumstances have been scrupul- 
cusly careful that any statements made 
by ‘him were truthful. Mr. Brandeis, 
however, has made false and mislead- 
ing statements as to our acts and busi- 
ness both to committees of Congress and 


elsewhere.” 

Winslow testified that Brandeis, before 
the Massachusetts Legislature in 1906 
defending the tying clauses in the 
company’s leases, which he later at- 
tacked contended the clauses were ‘‘nec- 
essary to do a large volume of busi- 
ness at a low.price and the removal of 
which from the leases would result in 
loss of business to the small manufac- 
turer.”” He read from Brandeis’ argu- 
ments before the Legislature. He <clso 
read Brandeis’ letter of resignation as 
a diréctor in December, 1906, saying the 
established success of the company had 
convinced him that the Henderson fami- 
lies, whose interests he was represent- 
ing, no longer needed representation on 
the board. His firm continued to act as 
counsel until 1909 


Right to Attack Company. 

Before the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee in September, 1910, 
Winslow said, Brandeis contended he 
had the right, if called upon, to lend aid 
in any effort that might be made to at- 
tack the company. 
counsel for Charles H. Jones, president 
of the Commonwealth Shoe and Leather 
Co., Winslow charged Brandeis . ren- 
dered a written opinion that the ‘‘Unit- 
ed Shoe Machinery Co. is a combination 
in restraint of trade, and all contracts 
made by it, as essential parts of the 
combination or to carryout the pur- 
poses of the monopolizing and perpetuat- 
ing its monopoly of the shoe machinery 
trade, are unlawfol’ and ‘that the 
leases used on such contracts are un- 
lawful.”’

Dieckman said. 


Dieckman, talking to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, told why he had promoted the 
plan to have the crilection in the schools 
to get a fundjto buy the elephanf: A 
notice was sent out yesterday by Super- 
intendent of Schools Blewett setting 
aside Feb. 29 as “Elephant day,” on 
which to take the collection. It was 
necessary to suspend a rule of the 
Board of Education before this collec- 
tion could be authorized. It was point- 
ed out by Dieckman that an average 
contribution of 3 cents apiece from 80,000 
school children will be ample to buy 
the elephant.

The school collection plan was com- 
mented upon yesterday by members of 
the Board of Education, in interviews 
in the Post-Dispatch, some of whom 
spoke against the plan to offer a prize 
to the school giving the largest amount 
in proportion to enrollment on the 
ground that this might stimulate poor 
children to give beyond their means. 
Others discussed the possibility of the 
collection causing embarrassment and 
humiliation to some children because 
they would not be able to give as much 
as their wealthier classmates. Most of 
the board members said they thought 
the 5-cent limit would obviate this. 

“T have no doubt,” Dieckman said, 
“that I could go put and inside of a 
week get one or two citizens to give 
$2000 or whatever is necessary to buy an 
elephant, just as I have got men to 
put up the money for other animals now 
in the zoo. 

“But I do not want to do that. I 
want to get every home in St. Louis in- 
terested in the zoo and the only way to 
do that is through the children. None 
of them is too poor to give a penny or 
two, and we won't let them give more 
than five. We will give each child a 
certificate showing he or she helped buy 
the elephant and is part owner of it. 
They will take present and future pride 
in that for the elephant they helped 
buy as children is likely to be still ac- 
tive when they are old and feeble. 

Wants Children to Work. 

“Another object in getting the chil- 
dren interested is to have them Hned 
up to work for the passage of the spe- 
cial zoo tax next fall. If we can only 
get the children working for it I feel 
sure it will be carried by a large ma- 
jority.” 

An act authorizing St. Louis to vote on 
the Zoo tax was passed by the last 
Legislature. To. get the proposition on 
the ballot it is only necessary for peti- 
t.ons to be presented bearing 1000 signa- 
tures of voters. Dieckman said today 
there are 10 petitions out and - that 
enough names probably had been pro- 
cured already. It would require only a 
majority to levy this tax and the reve- 
rue from it could be spent only for Zoo 
purposes. 

Dieckman said he was not sure th- 
city would give the money to buy the 
e‘ephant if it were asked. In the past 
the city has spent very little money oa 
the Zoo and practically none for the 
purchase of new animals. In 1915 315,000 
was appropriated for a new animal 
house and $14,000 additional was given 
for operating expenses. He pointed out 
that in the present condition of the city 
finances it was doubtful if $2000 would 
be given for the purchase of an ele« 
phant. 

Comptroller Player this morning said 
so far as he knew the city had never 
been asked to buy an elephant for the 
zoo. When asked if he thought the city 
would give money for that purpose he 
said he had no idea what an elephant 
would cost. He was told the Zoologica! 
Society, figured on buying one for about 
$2000. 

“I think the city could scrape up that 
much money for an elephant,”’ he said. 
“If necessary we could make @ special 


eppropriation.” eK.

Collection One of Most Valuable 
Small Ones Ever Brought 
to City. 


One of the most valuable small collec- 
tions of, paintings ever exhibited. in St. 
Louis was packed today in Parlor D 


of the Planters Hotel for removal back 
to New York. The paintings number 
less than 50 and are insuraed for a total 
of $550,000. The collection is not as 
large as it was upon its arrival here 
1) days ago, as Carman Messmore, sales- 
man in charge for Knoedler & Co. of 
New York told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that several St. Louisans had made 
purchases from among the gemé of the 
collection. 

The highest priced picture of the cel- 
lection is a Rembrandt, known as ‘“‘The 
Head of an Old Man.” The canvas is 
14x18 inches and is held for sale at $75,000. 
Messmore said he was not at hberty to 
tell what paintings had been purchased 
by St. Louisans, nor the amounts paid. 

“Art lovers are a little cranky about 
such matters,” he said. “They like to 
get their masterworks properly hung 
and then surprise their friends by in- 
viting them to a private exhibition and 
letting them puzzle over the probable 
cost.”’ 

A Romney portrait of Jemima Yorke, 
a descendant of the first Earl of Hard- 
wick, done in 1783, is another prize of the 
collection and is held at $70,000. A Meis- 
sonier, 6x10 inches, known as ““‘The Mu- 
sician,’”’ is valued at $10,000. 

Stories About a Whistler. 

One of the interesting pieces in the 
collection is a portrait of Miss “Wookes, 
by J. McNeil Whistler, regarding 
which two interesting stories are told 
by Messmore, who is related to the 
Whistler family. One of these is to the 
effect that when Whistler completed the 
portrait he was so pleased that he ex- 
claimed to his friends: “Now Miss 
Wookes will live forever.”’ 

The second story is that when the por- 
trait was delivered the parents of the 
subject could not find the butterfly upon 
the painting which Whistler used in lieu 
of a signature. They demanded to know 
why he had omitted his sual marking 
and he showed them a remarkably beau- 
tiful butterfly worked into the drapery 
and said it was the largest signature he 
had ever placed upon a portrait. They 
were not satisfied, however, so Whistler 
ndded a little brown butterfly in one 
corner. 

While speaking of Whistler, Messmore 
said he was in a hat store with him one 
day. Whistler had removed his own hat 
2nd was mistaken for a clerk by a cus- 
tomer who came up and, avlding out a 
hat, said somewhat rudely: “This hat 
doesn’t fit me.’’ Whistler. looked the 
man over for a moment and then re- 
plied: ‘Neither does your coat.”’ 

A head by Terburg, done upcn two oak 
boards, the entire painting being 14x21 
inches, is valued at $20,000 and has been 
written of by several Dutch experts as 
one of the most distinctive examples of 
Dutch art. 

A set of two large portraits of a man 
and a woman by Sir Henry Raeburn are 
held at $55,000. 

“Greatest Moonlight in Existence.” 

‘‘Moonrise,”” an Inness, done in 1838, a 
canvas 30 by 44 inches, is held at $12,000, 
and a letter is shown from Elliott Dain- 
gerfield, in which it is described as ‘*the 
greatest moonlight in existence.”’ 
During the exhibition the hotel parlor 
has been the scene of several afternoon 
teas, to which a large number of the S51. 
Louis art connoisseurs have been invit- 
ed. Messmore said that the sales of art 
works, which fell to exceedingly small 
proportions for a time after the outbreak 
of the war, had increased rapidly of late 
in this country, with every indication of 
the ante-war figures being surpassed: 
within a short time.

Singers an Unauspicious 
Start.

MONG Verdi's operas, “La Travl- 
A ata,” despite the beauties of its 

music, is conceded to be the least 
crowd-compelling with American mu- 
sic lovers, because of the ghastliness of 
its tragedy of tuberculosis and the 
sickly sentimentality of its plot, based 
on the younger Dumas’ “Camille.’’ The 
Metropolitan Opera Co. recognizes this 
fact by giving only one or so perform- 
ances of the opera each season. Against 
the judgment of Impresario Fortune 
Gallo, but at the request of the Italian 
Committee who were sponsors for the 
evening, ‘‘La Traviata’’ was chosen for 
the opening performance, last night at 
the Odeon, of the two-weeks’ engage- 
ment of the San Carlo Grand Opera 
Co, 

In consequence, although the balcony 
and boxes were well filled, the parquet 
was only sparsely occupied; and the in- 
evitable reaction of the array of empty 


ance not altogether up to the best pos- 
sibilities of this successful road com- 
pany, which has contrived to survive 
while other similar organizations have 
fallen by the way. 

The consciousness that they were not 
off to the most favorable start, such 
as “Il Trovatore’’ or “Aida’’ might have 
afforded, had its effect of depression on 
the artists.

A rupture of this railroad did not 
necessarily mean a disaster to the 
Russian army but it did mean that 
the holding of Warsaw would be but 
a matter of days. The main line of 
retreat to Brest Litovsk and Moscow 
would still be left open and as long 
as that was not menaced by’ the .col- 
lapse of Loesche’s army in the south 
the situation in Warsaw was not too 
hazardous. 

“All of us who had any familiarity 
with the country to the north felt 
confident that nothing quick or 
sweeping would ._ come from. that 
quarter because the defenses were 
excellent and the defenders largely 
Siberians who could be relied upon 
to hold out to the last minute and 
the last man. 

First Army on Defense. 

The First Russian army was de- 
fending thig sector. I had just come 
back from Krasnystav. and Chelm 
with a greater degree of optimism 
than I had felt for months when news 
began to come into’ Warsaw that 


heavy fighting was developing 


around Przasnys and Ciechanow and 
still further to the north around 


Lomza. 
The general opinion of the military 


authorities was that this movement was 
: 


intended as a containing action to pre- 
vent the shifting of Russian troops to 
Loesche, where the main German drive 
seemed to be under way. The German 
losses since May had been so heavy that 
it seemed improbable that they could at 
this time begin two terrific attacks si- 
multaneously. . 

The Russians had been expecting daily 
an offensive +y England and France, 
which if it did not actually take troops 
from the East would certainly prevent 
troops from being shifted from the West- 
ern front to reinforce the Germans 
fighting against Russia. -By the time this 
activity developed in the North the 
Rugsians had largely committed to one 
front or another the bulk of their mobile 
reserves and it did not therefore seem 
wise. to endeavor to hold the advance 
Northern line. 

Russians Shorten Lines. 
‘Therefore the troops of the Czar be- 
gan to fall back toward the Narew line 
to enable them to hold a shorter front 
without the reinforcing which would 
lave been necessary were the advanced 
lines to be held. At least this was the 
version given by the Russians. 

While these movements were under 
way I was mostly in the South and 
cannot deny from my own information 
the Germans having swept the Russians 
out of their advance position. A  Rus- 
sian. Colonel who came from, the posi- 
tions immediately after the withdrawal 
assured me that the “Russians knew 
when the Germans planned the attack 
end left early in the night, fooling the 
Germans into firing 80,000 shells at the 
abandoned trenches before they tealized 
that the main Russian force was well 
back toward the new positions in the 
rear. 

The news of this retreat chwewe War- 
saw, always nervous and jumpy, into a. 
into of alarm and for the hundredth 
time since I had followed the fortunes 
of that city I heard on every hand that 
Warsaw was at last to be evacuated. - 


Retire to Warsaw Defenses, 

It is difficult for me to place dates ex- 
actly, but as near as I can learn the 
retreat to the Narew began about July 
17, and on the same day the Russians 
began to fall back on the so-called 
Blondie. line, which -.was the last impor- 
tant defense before Warsaw itself. 

This line of trenches was begun in the 
previous November or December, when 
the second German invasion of Poland 
Was gaining alarming headway. ‘The 
line extended roughly from the fortress 
of Nowageoriewisk almost due south to 
Bionie and Grodzisk, and then southeast 
to the Vistula at Gorakalwarja, forming 
a half circle before Warsaw. 

At Blonie, where I had the opportu- 
nity of examining it more in detail, it 
consisted of six lines of trenches, wita 
forests of barbed wire. Artillery posi- 
tions had been constructed months be- 
fore, and evérything within the field 37 
fire had been cut down. The front 
trenches were covered, and the country

"John Townsend Trowbridge wrote nearly 50 
years ago satirical tragedy in rhyme “Darius 
Flying Machine.” Having lived to 
see men flying and dipping in the air like birds, 
the poet now is dead at the age of 90.

In St. Louis the achool authorities are urging the 
public schools to buy an elephant. The teachers 
are asked to appoint captains and lieutenants to 
collect money from.the children, rich and poor, 
jand to turn the funds over to the Superintendent 
of Instruction.. School children who give to the 
elephant fund are to have certificates of stock in 
the elephant and the public school whose captains 
and Heutenants squeeze the most money out of 
the children is to be rewarded with a silk flag as a 
prize. ~ 

Of course, St. Louis can buy an elephant, and 
there are plenty of well-to-do children who can 
voluntarily contribute to an elephant fund. But 
the easiest way is to have the public school sys-

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‘SAVING THE VOTERS’. TIME. 

Mr. W. D. Vandiver challenges his half-dozen 
rivals for the Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion to make, an old-fashioned joint canvass of 
the State with him, so that the voters can look 
them all over at once and take their pick. This 
would save the voters’ time, which is one reason 
| Mr. Vandiver favors it. Further, it insures one 
big, well-attegded meeting in each important 
place, instead of a series of poorly attended indi- 
yidual rallies. It multiplies the inducements to 
the voter to attend and simplifies the campaiga 
from his point of view. The old-fashioned joint 
canvass was an orderly busines-like arrangement 
looking to the convenience of the voter, and espe- 
cially it promised a dramatic interest and attrac- 
tion that individual rallies lack. In the old days 
the voter had better information of the candidates 
and a keener sense of participation in choosing 
them than he has now. Nowadays most men’s 
impressions of candidates are formed second- 
hand or on hearsay. A revival of the old cus- 
tom would add vitally to the primaries, and 
conduce to more intelligent voting. 
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The male of the species is “tight’”’ too often now. 
He needs no corset. 


When 295 persons appeared at a Chicago ban- 
quet at which only 200 had been expected, the 
resourceful caterer’s usual serenity and ease of 
mind was not in the least disturbed.

In fact, in no other case has dilution ever been 
attended by such happy results as at the Chicago 
banquet, where somebody put enough arsenic in 
the soup to kill 200, but only enough to make 2965 | 
ill.

Freneh Macaroon Cream—One-half 
cup sugar, 1 tablespoon granulated gel- 
atin, 3 tablespoons cold ‘water, 2 cups 
milk, 1 square unsweetened chocolate, 
1 teaspoon Vanilla, yolks of 3 eggs, %% 
teaspoon salt, whites 3 eggs, 2-3 cup 
macaroons, dried. Soak gelatin in cold 
water. Scald milk with chocolate. Add 
egg yolks beaten and mixed with sugar 
and salt. Stir constantly until mixture 
thickens. Remove from stove and add 
egg whites beaten until stiff, macaroons 
and vanilla.
